Parsley, tho most frequently 
usod herb, may be ralged easily.

effective border if planted close 
together. If the outer leaves 
are continuously picked and 
the plants aro not allowat to 
run to seed you will ensure a 
continucus supply of fresh 
parsley,

Only one or two of the pun- 
gent sage plants aro nocossary 
in a small garden, os sage 
quickly grows into’ a large 
bushy plant.

Although Sweden i i 
to remain so, Swades a 


is neutral and intends 
re acutely aware that 


the push-button warfare of a third World 
War could overspill political boundaries. 
Leaving nothing to chance, they are therefore 
taking the precaution of putting a proportion 
of the country’s key industries, as well. as some 


‘aerodromes and, 
underground. 


In ths, the hard rocike which 
marely lles far below the soil 
ond often towers above it, is a 
help. Underground works, 
whether power stations, arms 
factories or hospitals, need no 
welnforcement. A good thick 
roof of the granite out of which 
they are hewa Is a better natural 
protection against bombs than 


About half of Sweden's power 
stations are now od¢cing built 
underground Nor js this entirely 
due to a desire for protection in 
the event of war. “It has been 
found that, in spite af the cost 
of excavating In hard rock, the 
total cost of an underground 
power station is in some cares 
less than the more conventional 
aboveground type. 


Power Station 


One of the biggest of Sweden's 
underground power stations al- 
ready in operation is Harspran- 
get, where onco the great Hare's 
Leap Falls provided one of the 
tourist "sights" of Swedish 
Lapland, 


Today, the Falls which 
frothed and foamed down ‘the 
rock-etrewn river-bed in thelr 
headlong descent, are harnessed, 
A 200-foot high dam holds back 
the water and 4 mere trickle 
flows down its .almost .dry 
coune. | 


Now, the water falls through 
man-made channels to ‘turn 
great turbines in chambers some 
200 feet beneath the bed of the 
Tiver—turbincs which oe out 

sands of kilowatts of clec- 
trical power: every year, 

At Bofors, Sweden's — great 
national arms factory and stecl- 
works, ihe entrance (0 the 
underground workshops is faced 
by a concrete wall—to take the 
blast if ever a bomb should fall

Pharmaceutical 


This underground section of 
one of Sweden's biggest indus- 
trial concerns—It_ manufactures 
many pharmaccutical products 
as ‘well as arms and steci—is 
composed of a wide,  white- 
Painted tunnel some 1,650 feet 
jong, from which two-ctorcy 
‘workshops run off like the arms 
of a multi-armed “E.” 


Once In his cream-coloured 
workshop with its olive green 
machines, the worker may easily 
forgot that it is hewn out of a 
solid granite hillside, © Daylight 
Ughting enabics him to worl his 
precision instruments more
